regulations and in such quantity as the said by-laws shall
determine, and in all cases -of delay in the payment of as-
sessments upon the capital stock in said company, the Presi-
dent aand Directors shall have power by resolation or by-laws
to fix the rate of interest to be paid, where raid assessments
are not paid within a certain time, to be prescribed by said
by-laws; Provided, Such rate per cent. shall not exceed two
per cant per month, and the inlerest so determined shall be
taken and held to be a part of said assessment or assess-
ments, and may be collected in like manner; Provided, Aow-
ever, That the owner or owners, holder or holders of any of
said stock, wpon which assessments shall not have been
paid, may pay the same at any time before the day of sale,
by payiog in addition thereto all costs and expenses which
shall have accraed by reason of the delay in the payment
thereof.
